Consular advices say the rebels who 


entered Durango conducted themselves 
f^e bandits, burning a large part of 
t.he business section of the city after 
looting it and joining in the wildest 
excesses. The report says 
that for- 


eign flags were not respected. A few 
American citizens were wounded dur- 
ing the fighting while one Englishman 
W n?i hllled according to these reports. 


_ llie Mexican government is prepar- 
ing a column of troops to march to 
the relief of the city, but many days 
must .pass before its arrival there.

vioxis understanding of the law' was 
that all first papers taken out before 
June 29. 1906, would become void after 
the same di-.te this year, the misunder- 
standing arising from the fact that in 
the first instance the dating was from 
the time of its passage instead of 
from the time the law went into effect. 
The letter of Commissioner Camp- 
bell is as .follows: 
Clerk, Circuit Court, 
Janesville, Wisconsin. 
Dear Sir:—In reply to your leetter 


of the 24th instant, you are informed 
that courts exercising jurisdiction in 
naturalization matters have lield that, 
for the present at least, the seven year 
limitation placed by the naturalization 
act upon the validity of declarations 
of intpntion does not apply to such 
papers filed before September 27, 1906. 
The question as to the sufficiency 
of such declarations after September 
2(i of this year, that being seven years 
from the day upon which the general 
provisions of the naturalization act 
became effective, can be authorita- 
tively decided only by the courts after 
said date, when the matter properly 
comes before them .

This paragraph-is from a speech de- 


livered in the House cf Representa- 
tives, the other .day, by William H. 
Murray, 
representative 
from 
Okla- 


homa. 
Mr. -Murray contended that 


•lobbies are necessary to intelligent 
legislation; that no body of law-mak- 
ers is competent to deal with the 
many complex questions which have 
to do with commercial and industrial 
life, without the aid of men who are 
directly interested in the work. 


This contention is true. What does 


the average legislator know 
about 


railroads, and yet he is calle'd upon 
frequently to make laws for these 
great transportation companies. What 
does he know about the .employment 
of labor, yet he is expected to create 
laws regulating this great field of 
production. 


Mr. Murray was president of the 


senate in his own state,' before going 
to congress, and tells of a labor bil 
which called for electric headlight! 
of 1500 candleppwer to be placed on 
all engines. He says: 


"I could see the general purpose ol 


the bill to be to prevent wrecks and 
protect Human lives, but I 
did not 


think the labor leader who requested 
the passage of this law knew the 
specific 
wants of railroad men. 
1 


knew that I did not know. I did no1 
believe the senate knew about it, ] 
walked down to the switch yard one 
day and said to an old Paddy, 'I want 
to read you a section of law.' He said 
'Begorra, who are you?' I said, 'This 
is Speaker Murray, Pat." He said, 'All 
right.' 
I read the first section, and 


old Pat began to pull his hair and he 
said, 'If you pass that into law I wil 
resign my job.' I said, 'What is the 
matter with, it?' and he said 'Every 
thing." I said, 'I conceive the objecl 
is to prevent wrecks and to save life 
and property.' 'Yes, that is true; bu 
does it not say every locomotive?' 
; 


said, 'Yes'; and he said, 'Now, sup 
pose I am 
standing here in this 


switch, and some night a switch en.- 
gine is here and one is down there 
and they would proceed to meet me 
with these powerful 
lights, 
and 


would not know whether it was on the 
track or not.' I could see that, and I 
said. 'What kind of an engine do you 
call this.' He replied a switch engine 
and I asked, 'Are there any other that 
ought not to be equipped with this 
light?' and he responded that a 'dead 
engine ought not to be equipped with 
it. I asked him what was a dead en 
sine, and he said it was one going in 
for repairs. 1 then asked him if there 
were any other, and he said that there 
were, that engines operating wholly 
in the daylight ought not to be re 
quired to be equipped with this light 
'Any other?' I asked him, and he said 
no. I went back to the office and die 
tated a proviso to the first section: 
'Provided, however, that switch en 
gines, dead engines, and engines oper 
ated wholly in the daylight should noi 
thus be required to be equipped,' anc 
I submitted that to the house. 
The 


nroviso prevailed, and it was accepted 
by the senate. 


"I submit that to you, that but foi 


the fact of that old Irishman lobbying 
unwillingly we would have done even 
the labor man an injustice; and so I 
say to you the man who undertaken 
to say that he knows all there is aboui 
life, which is the basis of legislation 
is the biggest fool that ever attempted 
to legislate for any class of people."

With respect to the legality of the 


icensed location at 15 South 
Main

The 
Baker law, so called, went into effect 
on the 30th of June. 1907, and one of 
the effects of this law as well as one
